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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

2. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kagami 
et al. (Kagami) (US 5,974,400). 

As per claims 1 and 7, 

- image-data corresponding to a colored article selected by an on-line viewer from the 
on-line viewer site with an image of a colored structure selected by the on-line viewer, 
the computer driven web-linking engine adapted to indicate whether the colored article 
and the colored structure satisfy a color-matching criterion. / fig 7,8 (705); col 8, L 45- 
48, 61-62 

As per claims 2 and 9, 

- create the item using a data set that includes a color identification 

code provided for the color of the article and a color identification code provided for the 
color of the structure. / col 8, L 61-62 
As per claims 3 and 10, 

-an article size code. / fig 7,8 (705); col 8, L 45-48, 61-62 
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As per claims 4 and 1 1 , 
- an article style code. / col 8, L 3-5, L 36-39 (goods attribute area of element 703); 
fig 7(703) for sweater style called Alpaca 
As per claims 5 and 12, 

- image data corresponding to the colored article with the color identification code 
provided for the color of the article. /fig 7,8 (705); col 8, L 45-48, 61-62 
As per claims 6 and 8, 

-creating an item from image-data corresponding to a colored article 
selected by an on-line viewer from the on-line viewer site with an image of a colored 
structure selected by the on-line viewer, the computer-driven web-linking engine 
adapted to indicate whether the colored article and the colored structure satisfy a color- 
matching criterion. / col 3, L 58-66
